Often bull 
clubs are formed by tJie farmer:- ilietu- 
selves, who combine their purchasing 
power to get the services i'f good sires 
co-ope^ati^■ely. le. otliei' cDjnniunii ie.: 
bankers, merchants aud <-reamoiy 
owners furnish fuud$ on long time 
notes, making very HuLlsfactury ar- 
rangements for their payment at the 
i'ud of a two year jieried. A syt^lem of 
leashig sires, whereby a part of Uif? 
money niceived from each farmer foi 
service fees is used to jiay the co.st of 
hulls, is In use in several Wisconsin 
comiunuUies.

1% pounds alfalfa, made gaiqs at a 
cost of $7.67. The first lot averaged 
2.94 pounds gain per day while the 
second lot avera.ged 3,Grt pounds,

less stunted. Feeding freely on sour 
rnxik lias been found beneficiiil. If sou- 
uifl/r does not act against the disease 
it at loast gives the chi'ks greater 
strength and vitality so they are not 
seriously affected if attacked. 

In some tests by Professor Kaupp 
nf North Carolina b< found ihui . uicUs 
i"e(l on .sour milk Mto'i-iiy refovercd 
when attacked and the l<j;..s \\>ib only

6tunting an Animal as Result of In- 
sufficient Food May Be Only 
Temporary Condition. 

Live stock products are the result 

of growth. By far the largest part of 
Increase in animals is the result of 
growth.. The younger the animals the 
greater the growth impulse. Many 
factors influence the t«i:u]cncy of au 
aniinal to'grow. Anionji these are ape, 
condition, gestation, lac tation a^nd the 
quantity and quality o* food. A given' 
amount of food will produce more 
growth on a young arximal than on the 
same animal at a.'ater age. All the 
growth factors infl'ience the young an- 
imal much more powerfully than older 
animals. 

If an auimai's food supply is insuf- 
ficient for uurmal growth, the animal 
may be Retarded in growtii. If this

Stunting an animal as the result of 
Insufficient food may bo only a tempo- 
rary condition. An ,animal does not 
lose its capacity to grow, as the result 
of stunting. F. B. Muniforii, dean of 
the Iklissouri College of Agriculture, 
cites a feeding test at the Missouri ex- 
periment station in which an aninml 
tlint had been stunted by poor feeding 
to such an extent that it weighed only 
200 pounds ait twelve months of age, 
gained 841 pounds during the second 
year. Only 5.6 pounds of grain for 
each pound of gain made were re- 
quired on this steer stunted during the 
first twelve months. A steer that had 
been generously fed during the first 
twelve months of his life gained only 
500 poimds during the second twelve 
months, and this^ gain was more expen- 
sive th in tlu; g;iin made on tno .stunted 
steer. The amount of grain rociuired 
to make a pound of guin <m the-well- 
ferl sted^ was 0.8 pounds. 

It is certain that sttmting an animal 
even f' ;• .-n \(n-.' .1 i-iod twelve 
months dues not destroj its capacity 
to grow.

GAINS MADE FEEDING LAMQS 

Result of Test at South Dakota Station 
to Determine Value of Alfalfa 
and Prairie Hay. 



The best gains ever secured at the. 
South Dakota experiment station in 
feeding lambs was in an experiment 
to determine the comparative valhe 
of alfalfa and prairie hay with the 
same kind of a grain ration. 

The grain ration consisted of a mix- 
ture of 100 pounds of oats, 100 pounds 
of shelled com and 25 founds of oil 
meal. 

Each lot was started on one pound 
per head of the mixture daily, and te* 
creased until they were receiving tir* 
and one-tenths pounds per head of 
grain daily, and what hay they would 
eat. 

The average daily gain per head for 

the lot that received the alfalfa hay 
was .51 of a pound, while with the lot 
that received the prairie hay, the aver- 
age daily gain per head was ^ of ci 
pound.

STEER RETARDED IN GROWTH 



stunting sn Animal as Result of In- 
sufficient Food May Be Only 
Temporacy Condition. 

Live stock products are the result 
of growth. By far the largest imrt of 
Increase in animals is the r^sidt of 
growth. The youri'ger tlie animals the 

greater the growth impulse. Many 
factors intluence the t«ni3cncy of an 
animal to' grow. Anion.; these are age, 
condition, gestation, la( tation a-nd the 
quantity and quality o* food. A given 
amount of food will produce more 
growth on a yonng ariimal than on the 
same animal at a 'ater age. All the 
growth factors influence' the young an- 
imal much more p >werfully than older 
animals. 

If an animsj^'d food^ supply is insuf- 
ficient for "uurmal growth, the animal 
may be Retarded In growth. If tliis

treatment is continued for a long time 
the animal may become permanently 

stunted. 

Stunting an animal as the result of 
Insufficient food may be only a tempo- 
rary condition. An Animal does not 
lose Its capacity to grow, as the result 
of stunting'. F. B. Mumforiv, dean of 
the Missouri CJollege of Agriculture, 
cites a feeding test at the Missouri ex- 
periment station in wliich an animal 
that had been stunted by poor feeding 
to such an extent that it weighed only 
20(> pounds at twelve months of age, 
gained 841 pounds during the second 
year. Only 5.6 pounds of grain for 
each pound of gain made were re- 
quired on this steer stunted during the 
lirst twelve months. A steer that had 
been generously fed during the first 
twelve months of his life gained only 
500 potmds during the second twelve 
months, and thi:^ gain was more expen- 
sive fl. :n tin; Rain made on Ine stunted 
Steer. The amount of grain required 
to make a pound of gain on the w^ell- 
fefi ^iee>j was 9.8 pounds. 

It is certaln'that stunting an animal 
even f^r .-^o Ion.' ;i riml -is :\velve 
months does not destroj its capacity 
to grow.

GAINS MADE FEEDING LAMQS 

Result of Test at South Dai<ota Station 
to Determine Value of Alfalfa 
atid Prairie Hay. 

The best gains ever secured at thh 
South Dakota experiment station in 
feeding lambs was in an experiment 
to determine the coniimratiTe Talue 
of alfalfa and prairie hay vtifh the 
same kind of a grain ration. 

The grain ration consisted of ' a mix- 
ture of 100 pounds of oats, 100 pounds 
of shelled com and 25 pounds of oil 
meal. 

Each lot was started on one i>oun4 
per head of the mixture daily, and iiv 
creased until they were receiving tira 
and one-tenths pounds per head of 
grain daily, and what bay fhey would 
eat. 

The average daily gain per head for 

the lot that received the alfalfa hay 
was .51 of a pound, while with the lot 
that received the prairie hay, the aver- 
age daily gain per bead was .88 of a 
pound.
